The Firewards of Marlborough beg leave to make follow- 
ing report for the year ending Jan. 31, 1919. 


Again fortune favored us another year in regard to fire.

HEALTH REPORT 


Owing to the resignation of D. W. Tenney as Health Offi- 
eer and his absence from town at the present time, there is no 
report from the Health Officer. We therefore beg leave to 
make the following remarks. 

The usual normal conditions of the town have existed for 
most’ of the time during the year. The necessary work of the 
health officer was efficiently handled by Mr. Tenney who 
served the town in this capacity until the late fall or early win- 
ter. The work was then taken up by Dr. L. G. Hildreth who 
served as deputy health officer until his recent appointment 
by the State Board of Health to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. Tenney. 

During the siege of the epidemic the situation was most 
ably handled by our local Dr. L. G. Hildreth, and as a result 
there were but one or two cases that proved fatal and those 
more in consequence of other complications than for the dis- 
ease itself.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the President and Trustees of Frost Free Library, the 
Librarian presents the following report for the year ending 
August 31, 1918. : 


The library has been opened 89 times during the year, 
the total circulation of books for the year was 5,186, maga- 
zines 2,584, both being less than last year, but this is due most- 
ly to the fact that the library was closed from Sept. 8th to the 
21st for reorganizing, and from Jan. 5th to April Ist, open 
only one day a week, on aecount of the fuel situation, also the 
ereat demand for war relief work has made time for reading 
impossible for.many of our patrons. 

One hundred and forty-eight new books have been added 
during the year, of these 49 were the gift of the president, Dr. 
Lowell C. Frost and his mother; five the gift of Mr. Charles 
H. Pease; 1 the Woman’s National Defence; 3 by the authors 
of each. Ninety were purchased from the library fund, six of 
which were to replace books that were worn out. Miss Adria 
A. Hutchinson of Berlin, N. H., was here for two weeks in 
September, at which time a.new charging system was put in 
use, which is a great improvement over the one used before. 
Beside other work done, the covers of all books of fiction, ex- 
cept 243, which were rebound later, were washed and the 
leaves cleaned. At this time a large number of books, espee- 
ially children’s, in too worn out and soiled a condition to clean 
and repair were discarded. The stacks were also rearranged 
and opened to the public, an arrangement much enjoyed by all 
patrons of the lbrary.

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Owing to the scarcity of teachers it has been difficult to 
secure teachers and the salary has been correspondingly high. 
Most of our teachers have been loyal to the town and state, 
and have not sought positions elsewhere even with the pros- 
pect of increases in salary. But two new teachers were 
secured at the beginning of the year and one since school be- 
evan. 

The prevailing epidemic has seriously affected the work 
of the schools this year. Some time has been lost, but nearly 
all of this can be made up during the year. The attendance 
has been seriously affected, but we believe it will not be large 
enough to deprive the town of state aid. 

We have been working with the aid of the teachers to in- 
stall the work as prescribed in the new state program. We 
have organized the junior hich school in part and have extend- 
ed the work of the senior high school to cover three years. 
The junior high school is not approved as yet. We need to fur- 
nish something for the boys to take the place of the domestic 
arts now given the girls. We hope that this may be corrected 
soon and that we may meet the state requirements next year. 
The work of the three years in the senior high school is ap- 
proved and the work of last year received commendation from 
the state department. The curricula include the Latin, 
Domestic Arts and the General as given in Keene. 

The teachers have been aided in their work as in other’ 
years. Text books have been secured and adjusted to meet 
the needs of the pupils and the requirements of the state pro- 
gram. Single copies of supplementary reading have been 
secured for the school libraries, but many more are needed. 
The work accomplished by the use of the grade library is very 
profitable. The pupils are given a broader content and the 
lower grades are improving in reading facility. 

The ending of the war has relieved the schools of a part 
of the unusual strain, and we hope that conditions will soon 
become normal. The scarcity of teachers still continues and 
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the salaries will, without doubt remain high for some time. 
We are planning no radical changes for next year. We 
should complete the plans already under way, however, in the 
next year or two. The room for manual training should be 
equipped, and the approval of the junior high school secured. 
The full work of the senior high school can be completed in 
two years. The present second year class should make the 
third year a strong one. The present third year is not large 
and may not necessitate running the fourth year. 

The effort to interest the pupils in home gardens under 
school supervision will be continued this year under the direc- 
tion of the National Educational Department, and will be 
ealled the War Garden Army.
